A consid­ 
erable number of insane persons

never been whole-minded people; there 
has, it will be found oh Inquiry, 
been 
always something a little peculiar about 
them, 
and, 
when 
their 
past 
life 
is 
interpreted 
by 
the 
attack 
which 
has 
rendered 
restraint 
necessary, it is seen that there had been a 
smoldering fire in the constitution for a 
lifetime, tnough now for the first time 
bursting forth into actual conflagration. 
Lastly, modern society comprises a mimer 
uus class of persons, well meaning excitable 
and morbidly sensitive. Borne ot these are 
always on the borderland between sanity 
and insanity, and their friends are some­ 
times tempted to wish that they would ac­ 
tually cross the line and save them from 
constant harass. 
When they do, it is easy 
to make allowance for them and their vag 
arles. Oftentimes the line between sanity 
and insanity is no broader than a hair.

The Bible Beyision. 
The revision of the English Bible which 
began May G, 1870, says the Chicago Trib­ 
une, is now more than half done. 
It is 
probable that the New Testament at least 
will be published in ISSC. 
This work la 
the most important of its kind that baa 
been undertaken in the Christian church 
ainee the King James revision. 
It is, in­ 
deed, the first concerted effort by English* 
speaking Protestant to correct the errors 
and archaisms of that edition, and it la the 
only one that Las the least promise cf gen­ 
eral acceptance. 
It 
derives its im­ 
portance largely from the fact that all the 
principal Protestant denominatiojs are 
represented in the committees engaged on 
the revision. The movement began in the 
English established church, but, with a 
liberality quite worthy of the occasion, the 
first committee was authorized to associate 
with itself in the work christian scholars 
of other churches utiug the King James 
yersiou. 
The object of ibe revision is said by 
Professor JSchafiT, President of the Ameri­ 
can Committee, to be the bringing of King 
James' version up to the present state 
of the English language, and to the 
present standard cl biblical scholarship. 
The principles adopted by the committee 
for its own guidance are its billows: 
1. To introduce as lew alterations a9 
possible in the text of the authorized yer- 
| gioi), consistently with faithfulness. 
2. To Inuit as far as possible the expres­ 
sion of such alterations to the language of 
the authorized or eailler versions. 
(Only 
one new word has been introduced in the 
New Testament) 
3. Each company to go twice oyer the 
portion 9c be revised, once provisionally, 
the second time finally. 
4. That the text to tic adopted be that 
for which the evidence is decidedly pre­ 
ponderating; and that, wnee the text so 
adopted dtilers from that from which the 
author zed version was made, the alteration 
be indicated on the margin. 
5. To make or retain no change in the 
text, on the second final Teviston by each 
company, except two-thirds oi those pres­ 
ent approve of the same ; but on the first 
revist in to decide by simple majorities. 
G. To revise the headings ot chapters, 
pages, paragraphs, italics and punctuation.

1 O ne o f th e C u sto m s o f th e C ountry' la 
N ew C sled o n ia . 
One of the wealthiest settlers in New 
Caledonia is a gentleman from Australia— 
we will call him Mr. Brown for short— 
who went there some tea or twelve years 
ago with but a small capital, aud has be­ 
come enormously rich by raising cattle for 
the markets of Noumea. Mr. Brown was 
on bit wa/ through the brush from one of 
his outlying cattle stations to another, 
when he lost his way entirely ; wandered 
about till nearly nightfall, and then came 
upon a large native village. Here he was 
hospitably entertained, well fed. and most 
deferentially treated by the great chief 
—whose village it was—the chief, Atai, I 
th I ok, whom some persons regard as the 
chief mover and Reader of this year’s re­ 
volt against the French. Atai was all 
courtesy to his white guest, and when night 
had fully come, conducted bim himself ic 
stale to the hut set apart for his night’s 
repose. 
Fortunately, Mr. Brown was acquainted 
with the customs of the country, aud 
among them, knew the common method 
of putting an end to travelers preparatory 
to feasting upon them. It is as follows: 
The traveler is kindly received ; nothing 
occurs to shake his confidence in his host; 
he is allotted a cabin to sleep ie. The 
native huts have usually but one opening, 
which serves as a door and window both. 
When the traveler is supposed to be well 
settled In his cabin, this one entrance Is set 
on lire. Being thatched and made alto­ 
gether of light wood, it 
burns very 
readily, and the traveler is cooked as well 
as killed. Then the feast begins. 
Being acquainted with these details of 
New Caledonian life, Mr. Brown knew 
the cabin to which the venerable Atai so 
courteously led him might probably become 
for him both a tomb aud a cooking stove, 
unless his wits could save him. He en­ 
tered the cabin of the chief, meeting cour­ 
tesy with courtesy, till they were both 
fairly within. Then Brown, iu the prime 
of life, aud athletic, Atai old and infirm, 
the Engllahman knew be was more than a 
match for Uke savage. He closed the door 
within the hut, planted his back firmly 
agaiLSt it, and sitting thus with his hand on 
bis revolver, and his other weapons osten* 
odiously displayed, continued his conver­ 
sation with the chief. The situation re­ 
mained unchanged throughout the night. 
A terrible night it was, no doubt, for the 
Englishman, and almost as bad for the old 
chief, who again and again requested per­ 
mission to withdraw, Mr. Brown as often 
declaring he could not part with him—he 
should not feel safe except in his company. 
When daylight had fully come, Mr. Brown 
felt assured that Atai would not venture to 
allow his people openly to attack an indi­ 
vidual so well known in the settlement ss 
himself, ani both issuing iorth together 
from the hut, he gladly accepted the es­ 
cort of a native guide, and was safely con­ 
ducted to the French settlements, where 
his adventure was the theme of considers* 
hie interest.—Corrcsjwnderd San Francisco

The Battle of the Hymn Books. 
Burleigh’* New York letter to Boston 
Journal: Music in our churches is the al­ 
most universal cause OI discord. The 
trouble for a long while was attributed to 
choirs; to the organ In the vestibule end 
of the church ; lo the want of coogrega 
lienal singing. Choirs have been dismiss­ 
ed ; organs put at the pulpit end; precen­ 
tors to trod aced ; yet the old trouble re­ 
mains. 
One minister quarreled with the trustees 
about whether one woman or another 
woman should play the organ. The troub­ 
le culminated in rending the congregation, 
the resignation of the trustees, the fore­ 
closure of the mortgage, the dismissal of 
the minister, the bankruptcy and ruin of 
the church, and the sale of the house. 
Another congregation has rival candi­ 
dates for the office of precentor. Both are 
working like Democrats at a primary to 
get the position. So far neither can get the 
vote of the music committee. When it 
gets beyond that it will probably rend tbe 
church. 
The most extraordinary thing in the line 
of church music has occurred very recent- 
lyfin a popular uptown church, it is re­ 
ally a battle of hymn books. Hymn books 
are many and their friends are zealous and 
persistent. In this congregation there is a 
Riding publisher who has a hymn book 
under his control. It bears the name of a 
Boston pastor. This book has been intro­ 
duced into the congregation to the crest 
disgust .of the pastor. He has naturally 
exerted himself to get the book displaced. 
The publisher is a deacon in the church, a 
man of wealth aud influence, and has been 
a great power in his denomination. Ile 
has naturally stirred himself to have the 
book retained. The pastor cut the Gordi­ 
an knot of antagonism in a very summary 
manner last week. A telegram summoned 
the deacon to meet tbe pastor at a given 
hour at his study. He found the minister 
arrayed to go out, who declined any con­ 
ference, but pointed to a paper lying on 
the desk which he requested the deacon to 
sigo. It was a request to the church to 
accept the deacon’s resignation. ’’Perhaps 
you would like the resignation of my 
membership also,” suggested the official. 
“As you please,” said tbe pastor, *T car 
get along with a church member where 
can’t get along with a deacon.” The sig­ 
nature was attachad to the paper and the 
church has one deacon less to-day. Wheth­ 
er this will restore harmony is a ques­ 
tion.

Why Chickens Scratch. 
From the Nineteenth Century. 
Instincts must originally Lave been of 
an intelligent nature, bat tbe actions which 
they prompted, having through successive 
generations been frequently repeated, be­ 
came at lair organized into a purely me­ 
chanical reflex, and therefore now appears 
as actions which we call purely automatic 
or blindly instinctive. Thus, for instance, 
the scraping of gramni vorous birds in earth 
and Atoned was no doubt originally an in­ 
telligent action, performed with the con­ 
scious purpose ot uncovering seeds, but by 
frequent repetition 
througn successive 
rations the action has now become 
dly instinctive. This is shown by the 
wing experiment: Dr. Allen Thorn­ 
ton tells me that he hatched out some 
chicken* on a carpet, where he kept them 
tor several days. They showed no inclina­ 
tion to scrape, because tbe stimulus sup­ 
plied by the carpet to the soles of their feet 
was of too novel a character to call into 
action the hereditary instinct; but when 
Dr. Thomson sprinkled a little gravel on 
the carpet, aud so supplied the appropri­ 
ate or customary stimulus, the chickens im* 
mediately 
began their scraping move­ 
ments. Yet. for aught that these chickens 
eau have known to the contrary, there was 
as good a chance of finding seeds in the 
carpet as in the thin layer ot gravel. And 
numberless other cases might be given to 
prove that animals acquire instincts by 
frequently repeating intelligent actions, 
just as we ourselves acquire, even in our 
individual lite-time. an instinct to adjust 
our night-caps—an instinct which may be 
come so pronounced as to assart itself even 
when a man is in tbe profound uncon- 
tciooiness of apoplectic coma.
